The Sedalia Lions Club at its 
Wednesday noon meeting heard the 
story (Ml toe coming bond election 
for the purchase of the Sedalia 
Water Co. by toe city oi Sedalia. 
An interesting discussion was held, 
arranged by the program chair­ 
man, Lou Linn. 
Abe Silverman acted m mod 
erator to bring out a diacussion 
of “ Why Sedallans Should Vote 
Favorably on the purcha« of the 
Water 
Company.” 
WiUiam 
F. 
lîrown discussed the technical as­ 
pects of the proposed bond issue, 
and «plained that the propose<f 
revenue bonds in no way would 
or could raise the taxes of Se- 
dalians, eito« real estate tax« 
or personal tax«, since the bonds 
were revenue bonds rath « than 
a bonding of the property of Se 
dalians. 
“ The city oçly caa operate the 
W’ater Company at our present 
low w at« ra t« ,” Brown contin­ 
ued. “ If the present water ««r- 
poration continu« the operation, 
they art entitled by law to higher 
rates than they are now receiving. 
They are in a high federal income 
t « bracket, and their rates can 
be based on a 8 per cent return 
to tHelr stockholders after federal 
tax«. Because city operation does 
not have to pay this federal tax, 
the city can charge lower rates 
and still operate succ«sfuUy. In 
fact, the pr«ent rates as calcu­ 
lated by a set of independent engi 
neers will pay off the revenue 
bonds 
without 
an 
anticipated 
change in rat«. 
In a question and answer period 
it was brought out that the water 
company is in excellent physical 
condition, that it has kept apace 
with the growth of Sedalia, the 
new pumps f ’ the pumping station 
are furnishing a good supply of 
water for Sedalia, the supply of 
water in the new storage tank is 
leveling out our city pressure, and 
the million gallons of wator in 
storage in the tank assur« us 
much great« fire protection. 
Another question answ«ed dur­ 
ing the period was, “ What will 
be the plan of operation of the 
water company if the company is 
acquired by the city?” It was « 
plained 
a 
four-man 
bi-partisan 
board, two Democrats and two 
Republicans, would form the wa 
tor corporation. H ify would be 
appointed for staggered 
terms, 
one memb« term expiring each 
year, and this group wquld « t 
the polici« of the wator corpora­ 
tion. They wouM then, m do the 
h«pital board, library board axK 
park board, hire competent ami 
efficient personnel to operate ac 
lively the water company. 
The Lions m«nberriilp pledged 
themselv« to support actively the 
bond election and to help inform 
their frirads, neighb«s. and as 
social« of the advantag« of the 
city’s purchasing the Sedalia Wa­ 
ter Co. 
It w « brought out that Se- 
dalians hava everything to gain, 
and they stand to lo « nothing 
t«-wise. But failure to buy the 
company could easily mean a high 
ra i« in w at« ra t« along with 
othCT citiM who« water com- 
pani« are privately owned and 
iB which rate increas« are being 
approved.

WASHINGTON—Presided Eiaenfaower empha­ 
sized to a secret meeting of Republican con- 
gresskmal leaders the oth ^ day that he wanted 
the school o>nstruction bill passed this year. 
When GOP leaders reminded him that Uie 
school bill might be d« *aikd by a f l^ t ovar 
segregatiM), he observed: 
“Wen. I still think the program can be put 
through without major change. I am not g^ag 
to make any more concessions.’* 
A commission which Ike appointed last year 
reported that construction of more schools would 
not be enoufdi to solve our education needs 
for elemoitary and h i ^ school students. The 
commission also stressed the need for federal 
funds to attract more and better teachers, by 
raising salaries. However, the administratioii 
rejected this broad proposal. 
“R seems to me the beat way ia to gat 
the school bin taken up first by the Senate,” 
suggested the President. **Then. we would be 
in better A ape to head off the PoweH anti­ 
segregation amendment, which staUed the bffl 
in the last session.” 
“There’s only one thing wrong with that. Mr. 
Presidttit-the Democratic leadership.” broke ia 
Senate GOP Leader BUI Knowland 
Califoinia. 
amid l « i |^ . “Sen. Lsmdon Johnson of Texas, 
the majority leader, prefers that both the school 
bin ami the dvU rights measure originate in 
the House. And we Republicans are outvoted 
by Senator Jdinson and the Democrata.” 
“WeU, work it out the best way you can,” 
Ike concluded the discussion.

It hasn’t been released to the public, but 
the Commerce Department has sent a report to 
Congress on the scrap-metal shortage, tdling 
how the Hoover depression is now casting a 
shadow over the E is^ ow e r boom. 
The report warns that the booming steel in­ 
dustry. whose profits soared over $1 biUkMi ia 
19 5i, f« :ea “imminent depletion of high-melting 
scrap supplies that could lead to a critical 
shortage” by 1960. 
Cause of the shortage goes back to the low 
¡Ht>ducti(Ni levels and longer use o f machinery 
during the 1930 depression years. This is now 
beginning to be felt, since hig^-grade scrap 
comes chiefly from obsolete machinery and 
heavy structural steel that was new 30 years 
ago. 
Another blow to scrap supplies will cmne ia 


the 197 0’s, the report predicts, because of “heavy 
war and shipping losses of World War II.’’ 
High-melting scrap is the lifeblood o i the mod- 
^ 
steel industry. 
The 
integrated stedi 
companies use « dxnit 40 pw cent scr^p iron 
and steel. 
But the small compuiies. which 
don’t product their owa iwes, use froai 7 f to 
100 per cent scrap. 
The unpublished Commerce Department re­ 
port points out that “domestie consumption and 
exports during the two-year pariod 
i i 1954-56 
represent all-time high withdrawals of scrap 
from national sources.” 
The exports fo r 1 ^ 5 6 atone readied 4 t per 
cent of the total exports for the prtvkma half 
century. 
**Steady lowering of hi^-m dting quality scrap 
would have important implications for the steel 
industry, particularly the non-integrated pro­ 
ducers of steel p rom ts,” the report warns. 
“ It should also affect plans for expansion of 
atoctrto steel furnace capacity, which now de­ 
pends almost entirely (m scrap as a raw ma­ 
terial.” 
A dacUna ia the steal industry, of oourse, 
affects tha entire economy. 
Ca pita l Cha ff

draw its troops from the Gaza 
Strip and an area around ttie Gulf 
of Aqaba. It gave two reaaona: 
Before it withdrew from either 
place, it wanted guaranteee that 
Egypt would not be able to raid 
Israel across Gaza or blockade la- 
raeli shipping in the Gulf of Aqa­ 
ba. The U. N. offered no guaran­ 
tees. It just said: “Get out.” 
Israel’s refusal was getting Duk 
les and American foreign policy 
into a jam. larael ia an American 
friend. The United States helped 
create 
Israd. 
But the United 
States also wants to win the 
friendship of the Arabs, includ­ 
ing Egypt. 
This week the Arab states were 
ready to ask the U. N. — includ­ 
ing the United States — to put 
pressure on Isracfl through sanc­ 
tions. This would have been hypo­ 
critical. The U. N. didn’t invoke 
sanctions against Russia when it 


refused to get out of Hungary. 
Before the sanctions move could 
be started. Dulles sought a way 
out with a proposal. It’s so vague 
that he seemed to be shooting 
from the hip without thinking it 
through. 
He said if Israel would with­ 
draw its troops this government 
would support the principle of 
free navigation for Israel in the 
Gulf of Aqaba and would favor 
the use of U. N. forces between 
Israel and Egypt to prevent raids 
across Gaza. 
One d the troubles immediately 
apparrat in thia idta waa the 
word “support.” What did that 
mean? Would the United States 
use armed force to make Egypt 
let Israeli riiipe use tiie gulf? If 
80, DuEet certainly didn’t say so. 
and othor officials have carefully 
avoided any suggestkm ttiat force 
might be used. 
As a matto* of fact, Dulles has 


said nothing directly for publica­ 
tion. All this was handled oblique­ 
ly at the State Department so that 
Dulles is never directly quoted as 
saying anything. 
But what right would the United 
S tat^ have to use force — if that’s 
what Dulles had in mind, and he 
probably didn’t — against Egypt 
to make her give Israeli shipe 
clear sailing in the gulf? None. 
If force wasn’t to be used, then 
what would “support” for IsraM 
mean?

How do young people feel ad)out 
compulsory military service? Is the 
peacetime draft fair? Is it neces­ 
sary? Should the term of service 
be shorter?

•niese questions hit close to home 
with the nation’s teen-agers as they 
near draft age and see their friends 
entering service. 
Our researchers, making this sur­ 
vey in various part-^ of the country, 
found boys and girls vitally inter­ 
ested in the draft but far from en­ 
thusiastic about it. 
Only 46 per cent of the boys and 
41 per cent of the girls thought the 
draft necessary. Most of their ob­ 
jections, however, seemed to cen­ 
ter on a belief that atomic wea­ 
pons and other nuclear powered de­ 
vices had outdated large armies 
and navies. 
“The whole thing is a waste of 
time,” protested a 16-year-old girl. 
“With the big bombs, they don’t 
need manpower In the armed serv­ 
ices.” 
Among those agreeing with her 
was a 16-year-old lad who lament­ 
ed: “We're outdated. All we need 
is a couple (rf hundred trained guys 
to operate the machines and push 
the right buttons”

Hagerty said the revision “calls 
for a little fu rther stu dy” by both 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State 


Du lles, with whom the vacation­ 
ing President talked by phone. 
“Bu t both believe,” he added, 
“the langu age is designed to give 
the President the au thority he 
asked for.” 
After 
revising 
the resolu tion, 
the two committees approved it 
20-8, and recommended its adop­ 
tion by the Senate. 
The Hou se, making no major 
change in the resolu tion Eisen­ 
hower 
originally 
requ ested, 
al­ 
ready has passed it 353-61. Any 
Senate changes still wou ld have 
to be considered by the Hou se. 
The Hou se langu age wou ld “au ­ 
thorize” 
the 
President 
to 
u se 
troops to defend victims of Com­ 
mu nist 
aggression 
who requ est 
aid. The Senate committees re­ 
vised K to say that “if the Presi­ 


dent determines” su ch a step is 
necessary “the United States is 
prepared” to u se troops for thc^ 
pu rpose. 
The whole battle in the commit­ 
tee centered arou nd the constitu ­ 
tional qu estion of whether Con­ 
gress can au thorize the President 
to u se U. S. troo{w, an au thority 
many contended he already has 
as commander in chief u nder the 
Constitu tion.
